AER another twenty-four hours of stubborn fighting the 

Soviet troops were yesterday still making furious counter- 
attacks, particularly in the Smolensk region. These counter- 
attacks are described by the German communiqué as attempts 
to escape from encirclement—attempts which, they say, were re- 
pelled with heavy losses. 


The latest Soviet communiqué says that bitter fighting is 
still going on in the directions of Nevel, 120 miles north-west 
of Smolensk, and Zhitomir, 80 miles west of Kiev, and that the 
Soviet Air Force continues to give powerful support to the land 
forces.

‘Ihe Soviet Government grants an 
amnesty to all Polish citizens now 
detained on Soviet territory, either as 
prisoners of war or on other sufficient 
grounds, as from the resumption of 
diplomatic relations. 


BRITISH NOTE 


Reading the terms of the agreement, 
Mr. Eden said that after it had been 
signed he handed General Sikorski a

“ On the occasion of the signature of 
the Polish-Soviet agreement of this 
date I desire to take the opportunity of 
informing you that, in conformity with 
the provisions of the agreement .f 
mutual assistance between the United 
Kingdom and Poland on August 25.

The attitude of His Majesty’s 
Government in these matters was 
stated in general terms by the Prime 
Minister in the House of Gedanens on 
September 5, 1940, when he said that 
His Majesty’s Government did not pro- 
pose to recognise any territorial 
changes which took place during the 
war, unless they took place with the 
free consent and good-will of the parties 
concerned.

U.S. GUNBOAT 
BOMBED 


REPRESENTATIONS

THE United States to-day 
lodged representations with 
the Japanese Government over 
the bombing of the American 
gunboat Tutuila at Chungking. 


Mr. Sumner Welles, U.S. Acting 
Secretary of State, announced this 
after a brief conference with the 
Japanese Ambassador, Admiral 
Notura, but declined to reveal tie 
nature of the representations. 

The U.S. gunboat Tutuila. savs 
Reuters Washington Correspondent, 
was damaged by Japanese bombs 
during a raid on Chungking, it is 
announced hy the Navy Department. 
There were no casualties. 


BOAT DAMAGED 


The raiders loosed several bombs 
over the gunboat, the Navy Depart- 
ment spokesman said. The stern and 
superstructure were slightly damaged, 
some equipment was wrecked, and the 
boat’s small outboard motor-boat was 
shattered. 

The spokesman added that it is 
believed that the damage was inci- 
dental to the general raid, although 
the Tutuila was anchored in a so- 
called safety area across the Yangtze 
River from Chungking. 

The gunboat, a ‘vessel of 270 tons, 
narrowly escaped bombs dropped 
during a raid on Chungking on June 
15. On that occasion the United 
States Government made a strong 
protest to Japan.
